Plymouth skins have a long 
tradition of serving in the armed 
forces and a number of those 
present on the day were 
themselves ex-servicemen. When 
they heard about the proposed 
peace march, skinheads in the 
town decided to hold their own 
counter-demonstration to show 
their support for friends and 
family who were serving in the 
Gulf at the time. 

On the Saturday, the skinheads 
together with a number of 
Plymouth Argyle fans, waited 
outside a pub for the peace 
march to pass. They were 
carrying a large Union Jack, 
with the words, THESE 
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SUPPORT OUR TROOPS, 
written across it. 

The two opposing groups 
eventually came face to face, and 
despite a police presence, the 
peace march was abandoned 
because the organisers feared 
trouble. 

The skinheads returned to a day 
of football and drinking, 
unaware that their Support The 
Troops demo would appear in 
the Herald under the headline, 
"National Front Vows Revenge 
On Traitors Who Burn Flag". 

A couple of NF skinheads were 
present, and one managed to 
talk the local reporter into 
believing it was a National Front 
rally. 

That wasn’t the case at all, as 
has since been pointed out in the 
Herald. The majority of those 
present were not NF, and 
Plymouth skins generally pride 
themselves in their no truck with 
extremist politics stance. 

Even Searchlight admitted that 
those present looked more like 
"football hooligans than 
politicos" and pointed out that 
the National Front hadn’t 
exactly fallen over itself to 
support the Gulf War. In fact 
no extreme right wing 
organisation had done so. 

What’s more if it had been an 
NF demonstration, you would 
have expected the Union Jack to

They used to be popular with girls 
since they came in smaller sizes. An old 
penny piece was often attached, hence the 
phrase penny loafers. 

Another shoe once popular was the old 
moccasin, right up to the 2 Tone days in 
fact. Now you hardly ever see them, 
probably because everyone’s Mum has a 
fluffy pair as slippers.
